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CITATION AND NOTIFICATION OF PENALTY 


We believe that you violated the Animal Welfare Act (7 U.S.C. § 2131 et seq.) 
(AW A), as described below. 


Date of Violation: May 29, 2013 

9 C.F.R. § 2.126(b) Access and inspection of records and property, (b) The use 
of a room, table, or other facilities necessary for the proper examination of the 
records and inspection of the property or animals must be extended to APHIS 
officials by the dealer, exhibitor, intermediate handler or carrier, and a responsible 
adult shall be made available to accompany APHIS officials during the inspection 
process. 

You failed to have a responsible adult available to accompany APHIS 
officials during an inspection. 

Date of Violation: November 20, 2013 

9 C.F.R. § 2.126(b) Access and inspection of records and property, (b) The use 
of a room, table, or other facilities necessary for the proper examination of the 
records and inspection of the property or animals must be extended to APHIS 
officials by the dealer, exhibitor, intermediate handler or carrier, and a responsible 
adult shall be made available to accompany APHIS officials during the inspection 
process. 

You failed to have a responsible adult available to accompany APHIS 
officials during an inspection. 

Date of Violation: July 17, 2013 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b)(3) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care 
(dealers and exhibitors), (b) Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain 
programs of adequate veterinary care that include: (3) Daily observation of all 
animals to assess their health and well-being. 

You failed to provide adequate veterinary care and daily observation of 
all animals to assess their health and well-being. APHIS observed a 
female Scottish terrier, tag #018, with thick green discharge 
accumulated in and around both eyes and dried green material matted to 
the hair around her left eye. The matted hair obscured the eye and made 
contact with the cornea. You indicated that she was treated for this 
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condition before and is treated periodically but you were unaware that 
her condition warranted treatment again. 

Date of Violation: February 26, 2014 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b)(2) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinarian care 
(dealers and exhibitors), (b) Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain 
programs of adequate veterinary care that include: (2) The use of appropriate 
methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries, and the 
availability of emergency, weekend and holiday care. 

You failed to establish and maintain programs of adequate veterinary 
care that included the use of appropriate methods to prevent, control, 
diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries at your facility. APHIS 
observed the following: 

1) A female shihtzu, tag #152, with several links of a tight collar 
embedded into her neck. The skin grew over and through the links of 
the chain collar on the underside of her neck and scabs and dried blood 
were visible. 

2) A black and white female Boston terrier, tag #153, with a thick green 
discharge in and around both eyes. Her eyes appeared hazy with blood 
vessels visible in both corneas and opacity in each eye. 

3) A black and tan Yorkshire terrier, tag #158, with dark material 
adhered to the teeth, receding and swollen gums and a grey and green 
fluid accumulated in some of the pockets. 

4) A black and white female Boston terrier, tag #168, with a tight collar 
and an approximately nickel sized area of hair loss on her throat that 
was red and scabbed. 

The penalty for the alleged violation(s) described above is $7,714. 
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
